BOY ORATOR OF THE PLATTE 



Born in Illinois, Son oi a Virginian 
Studied Law in Chicago, 



Married and Moved to Nebraska 



Had a Brief Success as An Orator 
in Congress 



William Jennings Bryan was born 
in Salem, Marion countv, 111., on 
March 19, 1860, so that he just misses 
being ineligible for the presidency by 
reason of his youth, Thirty-five is 
tho limit aud nobody at his age was 
ever elected President of the United 
States. He comes of Virginia stock. 
His father was Silas L. Bryan, who 
was born Culpeper county, Va., at the 
fool of the Blue Ridge, and lived there 
until 18 years old, when he moved to 
Illinois, whore he eventually became 



declined the nomination for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, but a year later he ac- 
cepted the nomination to Congress 
from his district. The district was 
naturally 3,000 Republican. Bryan's 
district included not only Lincoln but 
Omaha, and there were *even othor 
county towns within its border*. His 
opponent W. J. Con del 1 had been 
elocted two years before by 3,400 
majority. Bryan carried the district 
by 6,713. 

Because of the honors thus gained 
he was made a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee in Congreas, 
and in March 1892, he attracted a 
deal of attention as a speaker on the 
tariff. On July 4, 1892, Mr. Bryan 
made the flrst long talk at the Tam 
any Hall celebration of the day. 
He had come to make a short talk, 
but Wilson of West Virginia, who 
was scoeduled for tho first place, fell 
sick. Bryan was well received. 

When Bryan after his first term in 
Congress stood for re-election he 
worked as before but this time he 
succeeded by 140 majority in a totnl 
vote cast of about 30,000. It was dur- 
ing his second term that he became 
the open champion of free coinage of 
silver, aud was made the chief lieu- 
teuant of Bland. Ho was continued 
on the Ways and Moans Committee

To graze pastures too close in dry 
weather, kills out the grasses and lets 
weeds come in. 

Mildew and smut are among the 

If 
fields become badly infected, plow up 
and plant to other crops.

Analyzes of rye, wheat and oats 
straw show that a ton of rye straw 
contains ten pound of nitrogen, five 
pounds phosphoric acid and seven 
pounds potash, and these elements in 
the fertilizer market cost $2 50. A 
on of oats straw has fcrtilizinn ele- 
ments worth $3. Wheat straw is 
worth about the name as rye straw. 

Experiments at Michigan station 
showed that grain harvested in the 
milk and In the dough gave lighter 
yields than when allowed to get yel- 
low ripe. Also, that grain out in 
milk aud dough state, afterwards 
drew additional weight from the 
straw while standing in the stack, 
showing that either early cutting with 
a header, or threshing early cut grain 
from the shock results In considerable 
loss in weight.

"That night Mr. Barnum was seated 
In the village hotel when au angry lot 
of people who were disappointed at 
the size of the parade waited upon 
him and told him that he was a fraud 
" 'How so?' said Barnum . 
" 'Well.' replied the spokesman for 
e crowd, 'you advertised two miles 
parade aud there was only one.' 
" 'Yes,' replied Barnum, 'there was 
one mile of parade and another mile 
lamned fools following it. That 
makes the two miles doesn't it?' " 

A rhinoceros Is tho most expensive 
animal in a circus. A well-bred and 
well-developed rhinoceros costs $5,000 
The Barnum show recently lost a rhi- 
noceros and was compelled to cable to 
llageuback at Hamburg to send on 
another at once. Hagenback is the 
largest animal supply agent on earth. 
He furnishes the Zoological Gardens 
of London and similar gardens in the 
capitals of Europe. Elephants are 
quite common these days, aud half a 
dozen of them could bo bought for the 
price of one rhinoceros. 

'The elephant is the meanest aul- 
J the show people have to deal 
with. Everybody is afraid of him, 
for no can tell when tho big brute will 
take one unawares to gratify some 
long treasured or fancied grievance. 

A few years ago the show was in 
Rochester, when the elephant keeper 
went into the elephant car to see that 
everything was secure before tho train 
started. He fastened the rear door 
and thoughtlessly passed through the 
car to examine the front door. As be 
was passing the elephant, the brute, 
realizing that he was alone with his 
keeper, crushed him to dealb against 
the sido of the car. Tho elephant is 
the biggest coward of all animals, 
d never undertakes to get the better 
his keeper unless he can take bin 
off his guard. 

It costs not less than $5,000 a day 
to run a big circus and menagerie. 
Notwithstanding this seemingly large 
outlay a first class show is usually 
sure winner. Before starting out a 
discount for rainy days is made by 
averaging the ra'ny days during the 
past ten seasons. While this is not by 
any means reliable, it affords a pretty 
fair test. 

"Storms and tornadoes of late yesrs 
hav«i interfered very much with the 
profits of circuses. Last year the 
Barnum & Bailey tent was ruined by 
a cyclone at Des Moines. Mr. Bailey 
at once telegraphed to Cincinnati for 
a new tent, for which tho diincn3 
wero given, aud iu three days it was 
made and erected by the show. All 
the sailmakers iu Cincinnati were em- 
ployed in making the now canvas. 

"A new canvas is made every year, 
and tho one used the previous year is 
carried along with the show foremer 
gency. On the occasion alluded to 
the old canvas was left behind, aud 
the show exhibited three days i 
tent without a top. Fortunately the 
weather was fair . 

"Au idea of the magnitude of a big 
show can be gaiued from the fact that 
1,200 porsons are employed in the 
Btruum & Bailoy show. Tho system 
observed iu putting up the big canvas, 
taking it down, aud packing it in the 
cars, and iu putting all the rest of the 
stuff in tho cars each night is sc 
thing wonder'ul. There are twenty 
or thirty foremen who run the whole 
business. Without these men it would 
take green bauds a week to put up 
big tent and another week to take it 
down. 

"When P. T. Barnum was in Lon 
don fifteen years ago he sent tickets of 
admission to all the clergy and to tho 
Bishop of Loudon and his family. 
Baruum's reputation as a philanthro- 
pist had gone before him, and U be- 
came necessary to establish a regular 
picket guard around him to protect 
him from annoyances in his hotel

' Chicaoo, July to.— Teu acres of peo- 
ple on the sloping sides < » 1" rho Coliscnui 
yesterday saw the silver uelmeted glad- 
iators in this arena overpower the gold 
phalanxes and plant the banner of silver 
upon the ramparts of Democraoy. They 
saw what may prove the disruption of o 
groat political party amid scenes of en- 
thusiasm such as perhaps never boforo 
occnnred in u national convention. 
They saw 20,000 people with imagina- 
tion flamed by the burning words of 
passionate oratory swayed like wind 
swept fields; they heard the awful roar 
of liO.OOO voices burst like a volcano 
against the reverberating dome over- 
head. They saw a man carried upon 
the shoulders of others intoxicated witli 
enthusiasm amid tumult and turbu- 
lence. They listened to appeals, tc 
threats, to cries for mercy and finally 
they watched tho jubilant majority se;tl 
Its victory and tho vanquished stalk 
sullenly forth into the daylight. 

The battle for the supremacy of Dem- 
ocratic prineiples was fought out in a 
session that lasted from 1 1 o'clock in 
the morning until shortly before 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Each side 
sent its champions to the forum, 
ator Tillman of South Carolina, Sonator 
Jones of Arkansas, ex-Cougressuuiu 
William Jennings of Nebraska crossed 
swords with Senator Hill of New York, 
Senator Vilas of Wisconsin and ex-Gov- 
ernor Kussell of Massachusetts. 
. The sinister looking senator from the 
state of Calhonn, with his eyes blazing 
defiance at an audience which inaui 
fested its unfriendliness by a storm of 
hisses opened the debate with a wildly 
passionate speech in whioh he afllrmod 
that the battlo for the restoration of sil- 
ver was a war for tho emancipation of 
the white slavos as tho war of 1800 had 
been one for the emancipation of the 
black slaves. 

Senator Vilas, who was postmastei 
general under Cleveland's first admin- 
istration, bitterly denounced what ho 
termed an attempt to launch the party 
on a career so wiltl that this world stood 
aghast. With a wave of his arm that 
was full of impressi' 



themselves of their coats and flung 
them high In the air. 
A delegate uprooted the purple stand-

to tho place where arose the standard of 
Nebraska. Others followed the «MH- 
pie. Two-thirds of the state standards 
were torn from their sockets and carried 
as trophies to Nebraska, where they 
A dozen delegates 
rushed upon the stage and shouldered 
the half-dazed orator aud boro him in 
triumph down the uisle. Louder and 
louder shrieked the thousands until tho 
volume of sound broke like a gigantic 
wave and fell, only to rise and break 
again. For fotnost 15 minutes this 
maddened tumult continued, while the 
delegates with the state standards pa 
raded the enclosure. Old political gen 
erals were stupefied. If the ballot for 
the nomination had been taken then ' * 
would have been ti stampede. 

When it was all over the votes were 
taken first on the minority substitute 
for the platform offered by Senator Hill 
which was defeated— 030 to 808; then 
on the resolution to endorse the admin- 
istration which was beaten— 887 to 04, 
and lastly on the adoption of the plat- 
form which was carried— O JS to !101, 
Senator Tillman, aftor the rejection of 
the resolution to endorse the admini- 
stration, withdrew his resolution tc 
censure the administration. 

Tho convention then adjourned until 
8 o'clock. 

NIGHT SESSION. 
The Mm! Dramatic Act of the Convention 

So Fat 

Chicaoo, July 10. — The night session 
furnished all the preliminary incidents 
of the most dramatic act of the conven- 
tion. It was by long odds the most 
spectacular, for as tho hands of the 
clock were creepiug on toward tho ap- 
pointed hour^f 8 when the president 
making was to begin, the great banks 
of seats filled with the biggest crowd 
which has yet secured admission, for 
the first time rilling the galleries and 
attaining the Chicago standard of big- 

Outside other hundreds were clamor' 
ing before the doors and stirring up 
stifling clouds of dust whioh hung over 
the scene like smoke: the trolleys and 
elevated cars and special trains were 
emptying thousands, the streets were a, 
mass of cabs, carriages and bicycles.

Plenty of Room and Feed- 

In commencing to feed a lot o 
young pigs, it is comparatively easy 
to get into the habit of givin 
tain quantity at every meal, and of 
feeding in the same troughs, without 
taking info consideration the fact that 
the pigs should be glren more room 
and more feed. 

When desiring to push the growth 
as much as possible, there is only 
safe rule In feeding, and that is to 
give tbem all they will eat up clean, 
at each meal, aud have trough room 
enough so that each one can secure a 
full share without being obliged to 
fight for it. 

If this is done, it will be nocoisary 
to gradually increase the ration of the 
pigs aj they grow. It will be well 
enough to arrange plenty of trough 
room at the start by allowing at least 
one foot in length of trough for each 
pig that is expected to oat. The b 
way of feeding the right quantity is 
10 watch them eat, and feed more If 
needed. The fact is that the man 
who makes the best success in foeding 
pigs must like to stand and watch 
them eat. The man who makes it a 
i-ule to throw in a certain quantity of 
grain on the feeding floor, aud to pour 
a certain quantity of slop into the 
roHgh, aua then walks ofT, and gives 
he pigs no further attention until the 
lext time to teed, will never make 
•aisiug pigs as profitable as the one 
iv ho takes sufficient interest to watch 
hem eat, and is willing, if they cat 
up readily what has been given them, 

give them a little more. 

When grain and slop is being fed, 
always give them the slop first. But 
la all feeding bo sure that they have 
what they will oat up clean, and in a 
way that each animal will be able to 
readily receive its full share.— Jour- 
nal of Agriculture.

Feeding Experiment 

A correspondent of Hog and Corn 
lurnalsavs: The litter of six pigs 
that weighed 3CC pounds at 100 days 
weigh 560 pounds, an aver- 
age gain of thirty-two pounds each 
for the thirty days. There are forty- 
two pigs feeding togethor. other lit- 
ters are doing as well. They run in a 
woods pasture, are fed three times a 
day on slop made of equal parts (by 
measure) of corn, meal, bran and 
shorts, mixed with water, one feed be- 
fore using. They are making pork at 
a cost of about two cents per pound, 
not counting the grass. The growth 
of my pigs this season averaged about 
follows: At one day old, three to 
four and a halt)pouuds each ; at one 
mouth, eighteen pounds; throe 
months, sixty pounds, four months, 
ninety pounds. We expect a little 
better than one pound a dav after the 
four months period . We will weigh 
again in thirty days aud give weight 
and cost of feed if you want it. Even 
at the Jow price of hogs there is a 
profit in fettling a good class of pork- 
ers. The mixed feed I am using 
costs sixty cents per hundred.

1843. Since that time at the 
price of great suffering, it has been 
issed from south to north, but no 
voter has yet traversed it from east 
west. 

Tn tho two Americas, except the 
extreme northern aud southern parte, 
the continent is known; nevertheless 
hole oential region of South 
America, though in great part explor- 
ed for commercial purpose* (for

In answer to the question, "Will it 
y to pasture cattle ou land worth 
5 an acre, and what is the profitable 
e to feed stoers ?" C. P. Goodrich 
Prairie Farmer said : One can do 
8»h better with good tillable land 
worth $75 an acre than to pasture it. 

?e times as much stock can be fed 
froln a given area by soiling than by 
pasturing Now, as to the best ag 
feed steers. There is a principle in 
relation to the feeding and growth of 
animals that has been well establish- 
ed by the record of our fat stock showi 
and, by hundred* ot careful recordi 
made by experiment Btalion and In 
telligent feeders all ovor the country, 
and that is : Tho older the animal is 
the more food is required to put on a 
given grain iu weight. Aud another 
g: The more rapidly an animal 
ade to gain in weight the less 
it takes to make a pound of gain. 
This is becauso it takes a certain 
amount of food to sustain life, and 
this food of support bears a similar 
ratio to the whole food consumed 
when the animal Is made to gain rap- 
idly, If only enough food is given to 
just make the auiinal hold its own 
then tins food is entirely thrown away 
or worse. Now those principles being 
true it follows that to get the most 
profit out of making beef, the iteer 
ihould bo crowded every day of his 
lite and made into beef as young as 
possible. There is most profit in 
"baby beef"— steers that have been 
pushed as rapidly an possible and 
made a weight of a 1,000 pounds by 
the timo tttt* are fourteen or fifteen 
month's old,. This is what some of 
the best feeders are doing.
